Tub 6. 

‘* IT doubt not before this you have heard of our different 
Turns of Fortane. ‘The 29th of May we failed from Ja- 
maica, in queft of the Spanith Fleet, our Rendezvous being 
off Cape Correntes, where we were to meet our Ships 
which were fent before by the Admiral. June 3, off the 
{aid Cape, came athwart a Regitler Ship na:n'd the St. Ju- 
dea, of 350 Tons, 22 Guns, and 102 Men, belonging 
to the Canaries, Jatt from Figueria, with 6000 Fanagnes 
of Cocoa, Hides, &c. and about 57,000 Dollars, which 
we foon got on board our Ship. The 6th came up with 
our Fleet under Cominodofe Paulet, which next Day we 
parted Company with, for having our Prize in Tow, could 
not keep Way with them. We then made the b:it of our 
Way for Virginia, On the 27th, at Three in the Morning, 
we and our riz: and another Ship and Brigantine were all 
on Shore on Cape Florida, with little or no Wind: The 
ship and Brigantine got off again, but his Majeity’s Ship 
Fowey and her Prize were both loft, it not being pufflible to 
get them off again. We deltroyed all we could of the 
Wreck, her Gans, &c. A Snow from New-York took 
us all up, and brought us fafe to this Place the 3d Inft.”

ER Majefty the Emprefs Queen of Germany, Hun- 

gary and Bohemia, has found it jatt co ordain, and 
ordains accordingly, upon the Report that has been made 
to her of the Procefs upon Enquiry ag:init Baron Trenck, 
and the Revifion which fhe ordered of that Procefs, that 
the faid Baron, on Account of the great Number of Crimes 
he has committed, fhall lofe his Regiment, and all his 
other Employs in the Military Service, and that he thall 
be condutted to the Fort of Speilberg, to be there detained 
during Life in a clofe Prifon; that moreover he fhall be 
obliged to make entire Reparation for the Exceffes which 
he committed in tho Kingdoms of Hungary and Bohemia, 
after the Loffes of the injured Parties have been fairly and 
clearly ftated before Commiflaries named exprefs for that 
Purpole ; as allo that he fhall pay to Anna-Maria Geriicn: 
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bergerin, a Millar's Daughter by him violated, and for 
the Offence offered to her Parents, tooo Florins by way of 
Satisfaction ; and in like manner that he fhall deliver into 
the Hands of the Aulic Council of War, for the Money 
extorted by him in the Duchy of Silefia, the Sum of 
1,000 Florins, to be employed in Works of Piety ; and 
finally, that he fhall pay the whole Expence of his Procefs. 
As to the Reit, Freedom fhall be left to all and every one, 
who may think they have ftill any Pretenfions againtt the 
aforelaid Baron Trenclz, to make their Complaints in the 
proper Courts, and to all thofe who have already com- 
menced Actions againft him to profecute their Rights, and 
proceed to Trial. ‘The whole according to Juftice. 
Sigu'd, 
MARIA THERESA. 


There is a kind of Supplement to the above Sentence, 
being a Declaration of the Judges who revifed the Procefs, 
and importing in Subftance ; 


HAT by the Sentence which was pronounced againft 
him on the 29th of Auguft, he faw what the Juftice 
of her Imperial and Royal Majetty, dire€ted by the Advice 
of the firt Commiffaries, as well as of thofe who had been 
charged with the Revifion of the Procefs, had determined 
in his Affair ; and that, se Things, he was con- 
demned to end his Days in the Caftle of Speilherg, in clofe 
Confinement, That her Imperial Majefty had however con- 
fented to allow a Ducat a Day for his Subfiftance, to be 
paid hiu by the Cheft of Sequeftration ; that her Majelty 
granied him leave alfo to have a Servant, and the Ute of 
Pen and Paper, but with this Condition, that he fhould 
not make bad Ufe of it, and that he fhould not fend away 
any Letters without having firft communicated them to the 
Commandant: That if he had the Impradence to abufe 
this Favour, he muft take the Blame on himfelf if they were 
obliged to treat him with more Severity: And as to his 
Effects, they continued to be fequeftred till the Sums, which 
the Sentence obliged him to make good, had been raifed 
upon them, as likewife whatever elfe he fhould be obliged 
to pay, &c.
